Sympat hetic national* from the other 
Latin American Stales hav5 been encourtStt'and glverrflnancW sutv 
port to come to Cuba for varying kngih* of time fov tmlntng, 
visit*, or for purposes of instruction and coorduiatlon of aubveralve
